DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -22 are pending before the Office for review. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
has previously applied BRUSIC (US Patent 6527622) in view of SINHA (US Patent 
Publication No 200301 1 931 9) to reject independent claim 1 ; DIRKSEN (US Patent 
Publication No 20020076932) in view of SINHA (US Patent Publication No 
20030119319) to reject dependent claim 2; DIRKSEN (US Patent Publication No 
20020076932) in view of SINHA (US Patent Publication No 200301 1 931 9), 
MOGGENBORG (US Patent Publication No 20030060135, and WANG (US Patent 
6316365) to reject dependent claim 3; and DIRKSEN (US Patent Publication No 
20020076932) in view of SINHA (US Patent Publication No 200301 19319) and BRUSIC 
(US Patent 6527622) to reject dependent claim 4. However Applicant's arguments were 
found persuasive. The combined references fail to teach in particular a method of 
polishing ruthenium comprising an aqueous composition comprising periodic acid and 
silica abrasives at the claimed concentrations and size wherein the removal rate of 
ruthenium is at least 300 A/min, wherein the removal selectivity or the ruthenium to the 
low k dielectric is 20:1 or the polishing rate of the tantalum oxide is between about 0.8 
and 1 .7 times the polishing rate of ruthenium.
